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A District Divided 


Puts the School Committee 
in the middle and the North 
School back on the brink 


The North Schoo! question which.has 
been simmering at the back of the stove 
since the school was last closed by the 
school committee and re-opened by the 
citizens of the community at town meet- 
ing, again reached a boiling point Friday 
night. 


A district meeting was called with, 
‘George Hird acting as moderator and) 


Superintendent of Schools Kenneth L. 
Sherman and members of the school 
committee present as invited guests. The 
meeting took place in the unused class- 
room of the North school, whose shabby 
appeardnce verified the citizen state- 
ment that the community is ‘the forgot- 
ten district.’ Rough, unsteady benches 
that had lived out their usefulness in the 
old Town Hall provided the seating ac- 
commodations, and fragile nylons took 
their lives in their hands when coming in 
contact with the splintered wood. 

But there was plenty of spirit—fiery 
sometimes, prejudiced, sometimes, some- 
unwilling to 
consider involved.

of $3,000 a year — but | do believe that 
your children would be better educated 
if they attended a school with more than 
one pupil to a grade. 

Exception to his statement was im- 
mediately taken by the conviction that 
‘Pupils from this school have always 
done well.” 

‘| do not mean to say that the chil- 
dren are not well educated, but the con- 
ditions would be better.’’ 


Continuing Mr. Sherman’s viewpoint, 
Roger Lewis expressed the opinion that 
the matter of education, not economy, is 
of primary importance. ‘’Give the chil- 
dren the best possible chance, which 
they do not have when there is only one 
pupil in a grade. There is no competition 
to challenge them. Why don’t we confine 
this discussion to the parents who have 
children in the school, since they are the 
most concerned?”

Mr. Sherman agreed that that was 
true, but that in America the tutoring 
system is not considered an advantage. 
The opportunity to mix with a large num- 
ber of other children, and learn a co- 
operative spirit, is more in keeping with 
democratic training.

Ingredients of Democracy 


Dear Editor: 

Daily we use them, talk about 
them, argue by them, for and 
against them, and proclaim their 
worth to all the world, for when 
correctly used together, we have 
good Democracy. Following is a 
statement which seems to clearly 
establish the proper relationship 
between the four great devices of 
our every day social life: namely, 
rights, liberty, Freedom, and gov- 
ernment. It is necessary first, to ac- 
complish and maintain that rela- 
tionship if there is to be any hope 
of achieving what is universally 
desired among, and by all men, 
Freedom. 

Rights are the tools, or means by 
which we build our idea of Free- 
dom. Liberty is the ability, secured 
to each, to use the means in any 
manner desired, so long as that use 
does not injure others, or abridge 
their liberty. Freedom is the result 
achieved, ecah by himself, accord- 
ing to the wisdom and skill with 
which each uses those means. Gov- 
ernment is the referee wherever 
those means are used with each 
having a share in the choice of gov- 
ernment. Hence Freedom is direct- 


ly dependent upon conditions with- 
in us. Freedom cannot be bestowed 
upon us by government. The most 
government can do is supply the 
means and secure our liberty to 
use them. 

By that inclusive formula, we 
can understand liberty and Free- 
dom ar enot synonymous, that even 
our most fundamental rights can- 
not be secured to us beyond limi- 
tation, and liberty of each is limi- 
ted by the requirements of the 
same liberty of all. We can know 
too, the thing of most worth to us 
eannot be achieved for us by law 
any more than giving a man good 
tools and fine wood is a guarantee 
he will be a fine cabinet maker. He 
might use them to destroy.

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Safeguards— Against Whom? 


The old question of teacher qualifications came up sean 
at the school board meeting on Tuesday evening, when the 
two-year experience rule and the married teacher rule, were 
discussed. It was decided to drop the rule against hiring mar- 
ried women teachers, but the rule requiring two year’s experi- 
ence for teacher employments was not changed. 


Both rules were safeguards. Some of the members sup- 
ported the two-year experience rule as a safeguard. The ques- 
tion naturally comes to mind: ‘‘What is this rule a safeguard 
against?’ There can be only one answer: ‘’The school com- 
mittee.” 


The one and only criterion that should govern the selec- 
tion of teachers is what good the candidate can and will do for 
the pupils of the Andover public schools. This should govern 
everything else; any other consideration should be subordin- 
ated to that. Everyone will agree that a married woman teacher 
can be a definite asset to the school department. Everyone will 
agree that there is a very good chance of getting excellent 
teachers right out of normal school or college, teachers who 
in many cases would be better even in their first year than 
other teachers who have had many years’ experience. 


When the school committee adopts such rules as these 
for safeguards, they are only trying to protect the department 
against themselves, or against the actions of future commit- 
tees, which might not contain the right kind of members. It 
would be much better if there were no such restrictions on 
teacher appointments, if the committee were free to choose 
whichever candidate it feels best qualified, giving due weight 
to education, experience, personality, etc. It would be too bad 
if the committee had to pass up an exceptional possibility be- 
cause he or she had no experience or only one year’s experi- 
ence. But that gives a great responsibility to the school com- 
mittee to choose good prospects and an even greater one to 
the voters to choose members of the committee in whom they 
could have unqualified faith. 


Evidence of Improvement 


We had some real down-to-earth evidence the other day 
that things definitely are improving in the Department of Pub- 
lic Works; the kind of evidence that really means something. 
lt wasn’t just comparative cost figures; it was the sight of the 
road foreman wielding a shovel. 


We have also had information along the same line that 
shows a very real improvement. Someone told us that on a 
ditch job out in West Andover, pretty much away from the 
public eye, one of the truck drivers was shoveling along with 
the rest of the men, Too often in the past, the foremen and 
truck drivers have merely stood, or sat around, while the other 
men worked. There’s no sound economic reason why they 
shouldn’t work too, It was very heartening to see that this sit- 
uat ion has been changed, and we certainly hope it will continue 
to improve since in the last analysis it is the man who works in 
the department that really makes it possible for the town to 
receive a dollar for every dollar it spends.
